BEIRDT, March 2.— Terrorists of the Black September group of 
Palestinian guerrillas tonight executed two American diplomats — the 
ambassador and his unofficial predecessor — among the five hostages 
they seized yesterday in an invasion of a diplomatic party at the Saudi 
Arabian Embassy in Khartoum, the Sudan capital. 

There were conflicting reports that they had also slain — or seri- 
ously wounded— the Belgian diplomatic representative.

The President said that the 
pledge to aid' North Vietnam re- 
build was not a condition of the 
cease-fire, but he declared, that :t 
, would contribute to “lasting peace 
and stability in the area." 

“The costs of peace are great, 
but the costs of war are much 
greater,” Mr. Nixon said, defend- 
ing his .proposal to supply aid 
to North Vietnam and other na- 
tions of Indochina. 

He has been particularly criti- 
cized for proposing aid to a form- 
er enemy by persons who main- 
tain that the money would come 
from essential domestic needs. His 
assurance that the money would 
come from the military budget 
and AID was expected to reduce 
- somewhat this opposition. - 

The aid program will have to 
have congressional support, the 
President said. He predicted that, 
after Congress considers the issue 
carefully, it .will support aid In the 
' interest of peace. 

Mr. Nixon said lie remained 
optimistic -about the effectiveness 
of toe cease-fire in Vietnam. He 
said that, while violence has not 
been eliminated, ' it lias been re- 
duced. 

“I doubt -if it will become zero 
in any tone in the foreseeable 
future,” he acknowledged, “be- 
' cause of the fact that a guerrilla 
war ... is not going to -be ended 
by one agreement,' not in one 
month, not in ' two months/’ 

The United States is continuing 
to use its ' influence with both 
sides to get' adherence to toe 
agreement, lie said. He recalled 
that 20 years after toe Korean 
armistice, there were incidents 
even though there is a clear 
demarcation line in Korea. 

He declined to describe behind- 
the-scenes negotiations this week 
over Hanoi's delay in releasing 
American prisoners of war. 

But he said that the suggestion 
that the deadlock was bfoken be- 
cause the United States promised 
to help get better compliance with 
the cease-fire "Is completely . 
wrong." 

The United States Is doing that, 
he said, bat the FOW issue 
“stands on its own” in relation 
only to toe withdrawal of Amer- 
ican troops from Sooth Vietnam, 
he said.

Loses a Seat, 
But Retains 2 


Party’s Margins Fall 
In the By-Elections 

LONDON, March 2 (APj.— The 
Labor party today narrowly stav- 
ed off defeat In one parliamen- 
tary by-election, had Its majority 
cut hi another and was beaten 
in a third by a Labor! te rebel 
who took on the party machine. 

Conse r vat ive party candidates 
fhiisbed third in aH three special 
elections. 

Laborfte George Machin held 
Dundee East In Scotland for the 
party by a threadbare 1,141-vote 
majority fn & dose-fought six- 
way battle, with a Scottish 
Nationalist close behind. 

In. the English city of Lincoln, 
attorney Dick Tavern e, a former 
labor legislator who quit ties 
party fast fall ar.rt resumed i':e 
seat be had held to chai2en|c 
the two big parties, scored a 
sensational 23,000-vote majority 
as an independent. 

His landslide was a slap in the 
face far Labor, the main oppo- 
sition parly that is trying to 
raDy its forces amid speculation 
that a national election night be 
near. 

In toe northern mining town 
of Chester -le-Street, a Labor 
stronghold tor 70 years. Labor! te 
Giles Hadlee'S majority was just 
over 7,000 votes compared with 
Labor’s 20,000 -vote margin in toe 
1970 general election. 

Mr. Machin, an English, ‘for- 
eigner " in Industrial Dundee, re- 
ceived 14.411 votes, 15.6 percent 
less than his predecessor won in 
the 1970 general election. Scot- 
tish Nationalist George Wilson 
polled 13,270. a 2L3 percent boost, 
and Conservative William Fitz- 
gerald, toe city's lord provost, 
or mayor, won 11,069 votes. 

In Lincoln, Mr. Taverne, run- 
ning under a Democratic Labor 
banner, polled 21,067 votes— or 
53.2 percent of toe ballots 
cast, more than three times as 
big as his majority as a Laborite 
in 1970. He quit the party in a 
row over his support of Conser- 
vative moves that took Britain 
into the Common Market. 

The two results trim Labor’s 
strength in toe House of Com- 
mons to 265, with the Conserva- 
tives still holding 327 seats. The 
liberal party and a group of 
independents hold 14 seats. 


Wounded Knee Indians Free 


11 Hostages, Still Hold Village 


WOUNDED KNEE, SB, March. 
2 CAP). — Eleven persons freed 
after being held hostage since 
Tuesday by militant Indians re- 
fused to leave *h<s historic ham- 
let, which still was being held by 
the militants. 

Sen. George McGovern and Sen. 
James Abonrezk, South Dakota 
Democrats, said toe hostages were 
released at noon yesterday. . 

“They didn't want to leave 
their homes," Sen. McGovern 
said. "We offered to take toe 
hostages with us, but they didn’t 
want to go" he added. 

The senators continued negotia- 
tions last night with representa- 
tives of toe 200 Indiana who oc- 
cupied the village on the Pine 
Ridge Reservation of the Oglaia 
Sums In the southwestern part of 
toe state. 

The Indians, members of tire 
Ampi-tom Tnr^nn Movement, Tues- 
day raided the Wounded Knee 
trading post, took guns and am- 
munition, made hostages of the 
11 inhabitants and surrounded 
the village .with gentiles. 

Today ah AIM leader said that 
live caravans -involving about 
1,500 Indians were on the way to 
the Pine Ridge Reservation “to 
bring tola thing to a head.” 


Aaron Desersas, whose home in 
nearby Pine Ridge was fire- 
bombed last night, said caravans 
from Washington ; Oklahoma ; 
Missoula, Mont; St. Paul, Minn., 
and Des Moines, Iowa, will “break 
through roadblocks” established 
by highway patrolmen. 

Mr. Desersas said that be be- 
lieved federal officials conferred 
with. AIM leaders today. Justice 
Deportment officials were un- 
available for comment.

The special American task 
force sent from West, Germany 
to help negotiate the captives' 
release, had not arrived when the 
executions took place. Deputy 
Under Secretary of State William 
Macomber and a team of aides 
had stopped in Cairo and were 
flying to Khartoum when the 
killings occurred. 

Earlier tonight, it had seemed 
possible that negotiations might 
succeed in freeing the prisoners. 

The Sudanese government ac- 
ceded to part of their latest re- 
quest— to provide them with a 
special plane for a flight to the 
United States — but rejected their 
demand that tbe Sudanese for- 
eign and information ministers 
accompany them and their cap- 
tives. 

Their earlier demands had been 
that the United States release 
from prison Sirlian B. Sirhan, 28. 
the immigrant of Palestinian 
background who assassinated 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy In 1968; 
that West Germany free leaders 
of the Baader-Meinhof terrorist 
gang: that Jordan release about 
70 Palestinians and that Israel 
free all Arab women imprisoned 
as suspected guerrillas: 

Jordan and Israel rejected the 
demands outright. President Nix- 
on voiced his determination to 
oppose "blackmail" and the ter- 
rorists dropped their demand on 
West Germany after Bonn with- 
held comment. 

According to a Bonn spokes- 
man. they apparently did so be- 
cause they had failed to capture 
the West German ambassador to 
Khartoum, who bad not attended 
the party the terrorists invaded 
last night. 

A State Department aide said 
in Washington that there was no 
possibility that the Black Septem- 
ber guerrillas would be flown to 
the United States. 

Still later, the guerrillas reject- 
ed a Cairo invitation to come to 
Egypt and insisted on the U.S. 
trip. 

The guerrillas, during the day. 
had stopped mentioning their 
demand on West Germany, drop- 
ped their ransom bid to Israel, 
saying the Sudan could not com- 
municate with the "Zionist 
enemy." and apparently replaced 
the demand for Sirhans freedom 
with their insistence on a flight 
to the United States. 

They continued to press their 
demands on Jordan, however, 
saying that nation's regime en- 
joyed the full support of "all the 
colonialist forces and imperialists 
throughout the world." 

In possible explanation of their 
wish to fly to the United States, 
a statement by the Black Septem- 
ber group said that, in view of 
the “imperialist" backing of Jor- 
dan and Israel, "we therefore 
turn to the American people, who 
have stood courageously with the 
people of Vietnam, to exert pres- 
sure on the warmongers and pro- 
fessional criminal officials, to ac- 
cept our terms, which are aimed 
only at rescuing a group of heroes 
subjected to the worst kind of 
torture in Jordan and [Israeli] 
occupied land."

of the proportional representa- 
tion system and the effective 
work of the two coalition parties 
in throwing marginal votes to 
each other. 

The results had been widely 
predicted, yet the narrow but un- 
mistakable defeat of the party 
that made itself the symbol of 
the Irish nation and held power 
for 35 of the last 41 years has 
surprised even those who said it 
was likely. 

Two brief and not highly suc- 
cessful intervals of government 
by a coalition of Fine Gael and 
the Labor party in the late 
forties and mid-fifties had not 
really shaken Fianna Fall’s power- 
house image. 

Today, while Mr. Lynch was 
saying on television that it look- 
ed as if he had lost, the coalition 
leader. Liam Cosgrave, was 
sharply reminding questioners 
that he had not yet won. This 
owed something to Mr. Cosgrove's 
cautious and rather unbending 
character, but it also had some- 
thing to do with the Fianna Fail 
mystique. 

Fighting the election on bread- 
and-butter issues— taxes, inflation, 
housing — the coalition had hoped 
to do particularly well in Dublin. 
In fact, Fianna Fail held Its own 
in the capital and it was In the 
rural areas — to the surprise of 
both sides— that the coalition 
came on strong. 

Public interest was exception- 
ally high and balloting was heavy. 
The mixed pattern of results, 
however, made it unclear as to 
whan issues, if any, decided the 
electorate's vote. 

One issue which has notably 
failed to be clarified was tbe 
question of policy toward North- 
ern Ireland. Mr. Lynch has 
taken a stiff line with the IRA, 
has supported efforts for a peace- 
ful solution in the North and has 
not pressed the question of reuni- 
fication. The opposition's line 
has not been noticeably different 
and in fact neither side made 
policy toward the North an Issue. 

But any major tragic develop- 
ment in the North, any severe 
onslaught on the Catholic minor- 
ity. would sharply reverse the 
South's mood of noninvolvement. 
in tbe opinion of all qualified 
observers here. If this were to 
happen, both Mr. Cosgrave and 
Mr. Lynch would be forcibly con- 
verted into hawks or swept aside. 

Some observers believe that the 
Fine Gael-Labor coalition may 
have a marginally greater cbance 
of reaching an understanding 
with Ulster's Protestant majority. 
Many Protestants have an abiding 
suspicion of Fianna Fall. 

When the new government, 
headed by Mr. Cosgrove, takes 
office on March 14, it is expected 
quickly to put into effect several 
of its campaign promises. One 
is the removal of the value-addfd 
tax on food: another is reduction 
of rent taxes.

Meanwhile, the North Viet- 
namese informed the UA. delega- 
tion to the Joint Military Com- 
mission that the next group of 108 
prisoners, of whom 106 are Amer- 
icans, would be released on Sun- 
day at Hanoi’s GI& Lam Airport. 

Tbe North Vietnamese last 
night had provided a list of the 
men to be freed, but until late 
this afternoon the date and place 
for their release had remained 
unknown.

In- 
formed American officials, who 
speculated that these prisoners 
had been captured in the north- 
ern provinces of South Vietnam, 
said they expected that they, too, 
would he released on Sunday.

According to these officials, the

In a meeting of the Subcom- 
mission on Captured Personnel 
yesterday, Saigon reported that 
the Viet Cong announced that 
It had discovered it held 500 more 
South Vietnamese military pris- 
oners than It had originally list- 
ed at the beginning of tbe cease- 
fire a month ago.

After 8h Years of Captivity 

Hanoi’s First U.S. Prisoner 
Criticizes Anti-War Activists

OAKLAND. Calif., March 2.— 
Lt. Comdr. Everett Alvar® . jr. f 
35. the first American seized by 
North Vietnam as a prisoner of 
war, yesterday criticized anti-war 
efforts in the United States.

Ex-POW Describes 7 Years in Jangle Camps

WASHINGTON, March 2 CWP1. 
— Seven years in Viet Cong jungle 
prisons, where he went to the 
brink of death from malaria, raw 
other UB. prisoners die and glad- 
ly ate rats, dogs and monkeys to 
survive, were described by a for- 
mer prisoner of war yesterday. 

Douglas Ramsey, now 38, was 
an official of the UJS. Agency for 
Internationa] Development when 
captured la 1966. Freed - last 
mouth, he spoke yesterday at a 
State Department press confer- 
ence, tpiitrig of co nditions during 
his imprisonment— six years of It 
In solitary confinement. He de- 
. scribed his ordeal with calm ob- 
jectivity and no apparent malice 
toward his captors- 

Of his guards, Mr. Ramsey 
said: “In seven years I met some 
dogs and I met some jewels. 
There were some Td invite into 
my home now. There are others 
I’d Invite behind the woodshed, 
and only one of us would re- 
turn." 

Stoop-shouldered and very thin, 
Mr. Ramsey said that nevertheless 
he was in good health. He ap- 
peared somewhat nervous, with 
hands that trembled. 

Mr. Ramsey said that he was 
alone, making a rice delivery to 
Saigon-area refugees resettled in 
B alin g Hia Province, when he was 
captured on Jan. 17, 1966. He was 
taken after exchanging gunfire 
with enemy soldiers. 

Captors ’Almost Friendly* 

“I was 90 percent. certain I was 
going to be greased [shot dead] 
on the spot far returning fire." he 
said, “but my captors were almost 
friendly.'’ 

At another point, however, they 
blindfolded Mr. Ramsey and told 
him to walk In front of them. 
“I was sure I was going to be 
executed," he recalled. ‘T asked 
to face them and take the blind- 
fold ofL" 

The move to the first prison 
camp, where he was to spend 10 
months, took about a week with 
stops. Including one at which he 
shared a festive Tet meal in a 
private home, Mr. Ramsey said. 
At night he was kept in leg irons 
and was shackled to a tree. 

■ He described one of his captors 


as “a real friendly kid of 15" who 
asked him what the Americans 
were doing in Vietnam. Sir. Ram- 
sey told him that the most Im- 
portant motivation was to pre- 
vent a Chinese take-over. “He 
said to me,” Mr. Ramsey recalled, 
“Tf you are afraid of .the. Chinese 
why don’t you go and fight them 
instead of destroying our land?' " 

In the area of his first camp, 
the American, said yesterday, "any 
attempts on my part to smooth 
things over were very much re- 
sented and ' tbe atmosphere was 
extremely hostile. I was not phy- 
sically abused or beaten In the 
conventional sense, but there were 
definite threats to make an ex- 
ample of me." 

Some of the threats, Mr. Ram- 
sey said, were caused by the be- 
lief that, he was “a high-level 
CIA agent with the bl-ood of 
thousands of Vietnam esc on my 
hands." 

Three other Americans were 
in his first camp, he recalled, but 
he was kept away from them be- 
cause lie was periodically crippled 
by beri-berl in his lee and 
troubled by boils that limited him 
to two or three hours’ sleep a 
night. He did not talk- to them 
until they were allowed together 
for the funeral; of a prisoner, 
Army Mad* John Schumann. 

Conscientious Care 

“Sc hum a nn died in July [19691 
of beri-berl,” Mr. Ramsey- said. 
.“This was not an* act of callous- 
ness. The camp physician didn’t 
have much, experience of this 
. type of beri-berl, and I don’t 
think, he was aware that in same 
cases, it went to the kidneys. 
They did . just about all they 
could to try to rave him. They 
gave him every kind of antibiotic 
they had and they sent away for 
■ some.". 

Once, when the Viet Cone were 
soliciting anti-war.' statements, 
one of the UJB. soldiers was. told 
that the two others, would be ex- 
ecuted unless he complied; 

The only time-his solitary con- 
finement was suspended, Mr. ' 
Ramsey- said, ..was when he and .

The senators said the Indians 
reiterated demands for a Senate 
Tnritm-i Affairs Subcommittee 
hearing, charges of corruption In 
the BLA and protests against 
Richard Wilson, chairman of the 
Oglala Sioux tribe, which numbers 
13,000, most of wham live on the 
Pine Ridge Reservation. The 
Tnrfiftns also want an investiga- 
tion of what they allege are 371 
violations of U-S.-Indian treaties. 

Sen. McGovern said he explain- 
ed that a fun-subcommittee meet- 
ing, which the Indians wanted 
Scheduled today, was not possible 
because the.

(NYTi —American birth and 
fertility totes last year dropped 
to their lowest levels in history 
and even the absolute number 
of babies bom was the smallest 
In 27 years. 

Births declined so sharply in 
1973. according to , federal 
statistics published yesterday, 
that toe fertility rate has now 
fallen to 2.03 children a family. 
significantly below toe “replace- 
ment level” of 23 children. 

A decline hi births and rates 
was evident in 1971 and has al- 
ready been dubbed "the birth 
dearth’’ or "the baby bust.” But 
tbe new data show that this 
decline Intensified sharply In 
1972. 

Population authorities for the 
most part welcome the drop and 
caution against exaggerated fears 
of a decline in virility. 

They cite parallel birth trends In 
other industrialized countries. 

‘Zero Population Growth’ 

Experts also caution against 
exaggerated optimism. Despite 
the low Tates, the day of “zero 
population growth” (ZPGJ, the 
goal of the nationwide ZPG 
movement, remains distant. One 
reason is that fertility rates are 
extremely volatile. Another is 
that ZPG could come only if 
such low fertility rates continu- 
ed for 70 years. 

In the short term, however, 
toe new 1972 figures were 
dramatically low by every 
standard measure: 

• The general fertility rate- 


births per thousand women, aged 
15 to 44 — dropped from 82.3 in 
1071 to 73.4 m 1972. The previous 
low was 752 In 1936, during the 
Depression. 

O The total fertility rate — 
the average number of children 
bora to each family— dropped to 
2.03. The previous low figure 
was 2.12, also in 1936. 

O The crude birth rate— births 
per thousand population— dropped, 
to 15.6. In 1971, the previous low 
year, the figure was 173. 

0 According to calculations by 
Campbell Gibson, a Census 
Bureau fertility authority, the 
population last year grew by a 
smaller amount than in any year 
since 1945.

Then, 33 £90.000 
women of child-bearing age had 

3.411.000 births. In 1972. 44340,000 
potential mothers— 33 percent 
more— had only 3356,000 babies 
— 1 percent less.

Nixon Hails Mrs. Meir’s Role 
In Search for Mideast Peace 


WASHINGTON, March 3 
(APL— -President Nixon provided 
a gala evening at the White 
House for visiting Israeli Premier 
Golda Meir, with lavish praise 
for the Jewish leader who “had 
her roots in our country.' 

Mr. Nixon predicted that Mrs. 
Melr, who was reared in Mil- 
waukee. would "play a great role" 
in building peace in toe Middle 
East. He said achieving that peace 
would not be "easy... soon or 
Instant.” 

But Mr. Nixon suggested that 
tbe "enlightened, courageous and 
strong” leadership that built an 
independent Israel and has de- 
fended It “has toe genius'* to 
provide real peace and security 
in thitt area. 

In a champagne toast, the 
President said toe 120 guests at 
the dinner last night were made 
up of Mrs. Meir’s friends and 
admirers. The gathering included 
members of toe cabinet, con- 
gressmen, Nison campaign con- 
tributors, the chairman of the 
United Jewish Appeal, Paid 
Zuckerman of Livonia, Mich,, 
and John B. Cbnnally of Texas.

Financial Claims 

PARIS, March 2 <IHTi. — The 
united States and China have 
reached an agreement in 
principle on settling two financial 
problems in their relations.

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Trade Bill Under Wraps 


The President has not yet disclosed the 
precise contents of the trade bill he intends 
to submit to Congress, but the administra- 
tion's advance ballyhoo makes what lurks 
beneath the veil sound like the most excit- 
ing package since Little Egypt — appealing to 
business and labor, to tanners and house- 
wives. to balance-of-payments optimists, and 
pessimists, to free-traders and protectionists, 
and even to Democrats and Republicans alike. 

Some of these groups — such as the highly 
protectionist AFL-CIO leaders assembled in 
Miami Beach — have been allowed a peek be- 
hind the veil — and have expressed a desire 
to see more. II the free-traders themselves 
have not yet been vouchsafed a private view- 
tag, their surrogate, the Chicago school 
economist Secretary of the Treasury George 
Shultz, has proclaimed his own delight In the 
liberal direction of the proposed legislation. 

* * * 

How has this wondrous trade mechanism 
been constructed? Essentially, by providing 
it with gears to permit United States trade 
policy to go backward or forward, up or 
down. As President Nixon told Secretary 
Shultz In an Oval Room meeting at which 
members or the press were permitted ta 
stand as silent witnesses, “We are going to ask 
the Congress for the right for our negotia- 
tors to go up or down. Only by going up 
can we get them [foreign governments] to 
go down with some of the restrictions they 
have.” 

By going up or down, Mr. Nixon meant 
that he wanted the power to raise tariffs or 
lower them, to impose Import quotas or lift 
them, to slap on an Import surtax or remove 
It. Be is seeking power to cajole or threaten 
other governments into making concessions 
that will improve the American trade 
and balance-of-payments positions — assum- 
ing that these will still need further sup- 
port despite the second devaluation of the 
dollar, which may or may not be the last. 

Massive speculation has hit Europe again 
and driven the dollar down oelow its newly 
established floor level even after the Ger- 
man Bundesbank had bought up around $3 
billion, an all-time record. In the midst of 
these massive flows of hot money, it is im- 
possible to know what the dollar's equilibrium 
rate should be in terms of basic balance of 
trade and long-term capital movements. It 
would be a mistake to take this new out- 


burst of speculation as proof that Federal 
Reserve Chairman Bums and Under Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Volcker were wrong 
in assuring Congress that the latest devalua- 
tion had at last achieved a set of world ex- 
change rates that would enable this coun- 
try to regain equilibrium in its balance of 
payments. If their forecast does prove right 
— and it will take months before anyone will 
know — It should reduce protectionist pres- 
sures. But the current monetary crisis Is 
only Intensifying those pressures, thus mak- 
ing this a most inopportune time to seek 
comprehensive trade legislation. The choice 
will be between Mr. Nixon's up-or down, 
protectionist -or- liberal bill and the kind of 
all-cut protectionist legislation — typified by 
the Burke-Hartke bLJ— that is most likely 
to emerge from Congress In its present mood 

If compelled to make the choice between 
these alternatives. Mr. Nixon’s approach at 
least has the merit of ambiguity. But the 
President’s past performance in bowing to 
protectionist pressures of textiles, steel, oil 
and other industries does not encourage 
confidence that he would use the powers he 
is seeking to achieve liberal rather than il- 
liberal ends. What the President appears 
basically to be seeking are “safeguards” to 
shield American Industries and labor from 
disruptions due to rapid changes In trade. 

* * * 

In Europe and Japan, there Is a similar 
disposition to look for quasi-protectionist 
solutions— these come under the general 
name of “orderly marketing" — In response to 
internal and external economic and political 
pressures. This trend toward market shar- 
ing — a sort of national cartelization — may or 
may not be the wave of the future, but 
there Is no sense In rushing to catch it. For 
the trend Is likely to be costly and infla- 
tionary for consumers, could exacerbate In- 
dustrial inefficiency and low labor produc- 
tivity, and would very likely spilt the free 
world Into blocs. 

When the wraps come off Mr. Nixon's 
new trade bill, one must examine not only 
its superficial features but form a judgment 
about where it would really take the United 
States and its allies. That will Involve an 
assessment of the mercantilism or liberalism 
of the President — and of the strength of 
the pressures to which he is likely to be 
most responsive.

Interests in Peace 


International endorsement of the Viet- 
nam peace agreements and the rapid resolu- 
tion of the block on releasing American war 
nrisoners are reassuring signs that North 
Vietnam, as well as the United States, con- 
tinue to regard the Jan. 27 cease-fire ar- 
rangements as serving their best national 
Interests. 

Summaries of the Paris peace conference 
documents suggest that only the barest 
minimum outside guarantees of peace could 
be agreed upon. As a British delegate warned: 
“No document, no words, indeed no con- 
ference can insure the maintenance of 
peace in Vietnam.” Continued perception of 
straightforward national interest on all 
sides, therefore, remains the most dependable 
force for making the Paris agreements 
■tick. 

Perhaps it was Indeed just a misunder- 
standing by the North Vietnamese rep- 
resentatives In Saigon that delayed this 
week's scheduled release of 142 more Amer- 
ican servicemen, as Hanoi is now explain- 
ing. Whatever the reason for the hold-up. 
the quick and firm reaction of the Nixon 
administration was clearly beneficial in 
keeping the American disengagement pro- 
cess moving. 

There Is every reason, unfortunately, to 
expect the North Vietnamese leaders to con- 
tinue their exploitation of the remaining 
prisoners under their control. These men 


stand as the last potent bargaining chips 
for Inducing rigid UB. adherence to the 
terms of the cease-fire. The administration 
and Congxess must tread carefully in the 
next 30 days, or until the last prisoner Is 
at liberty, to avoid new ruptures over such 
touchy issues as the American commitment 
on future aid to Indochina. 

Secondly, the administration has every 
Justification for exerting pressure on Pres- 
ident Thieu, as It apparently has done in 
recent days, to conduct his dealings with the 
North Vietnamese representatives in more of 
the spirit of “national reconciliation and 
concord" which the Parts agreements rather 
simpllstlcally prescribe. 

Finally, the character of the future Amer- 
ican presence in South Vietnam, a subject 
about which the administration has been 
strangely reticent, could raise serious doubts 
In Hanoi about the totality and sincerity 
of the American withdrawal 

The United States rightly expects North 
Vietnam to honor all the obligations of the 
Paris agreements, and vice versa. Once 
suspicions of deception get about, either 
side might begin to question whether the 
thin fabric of truce Is in its national In- 
terest after all. At that dangerous moment a 
technical difficulty In the process of releas- 
ing the prisoners would not be so easily 
resolved.

When some over-zealous 
commentators in the satellite states used the 
Kissinger mission as an excuse to launch 
anti-American tirades, they were tulckly In- 
formed by the Kremlin that such tactics are 
no longer acceptable. The Russians are now 
in the process of trying to persuade the 
United States to engage in closer coopera- 
tion In the realms of trade and industry.

Japan’s Increasing Demands for Equality 


W ASHINGTON.— The other 
day, when former Premier 
Sato of Japan was in Wash- 
ington, he said with the gentlest 
courtesy that he hoped the 
United States. Europe and Japan 
could do a better Job of consult- 
ing with one another about their 
common economic, monetary, po- 
litical and security problems in 
the world. 

Now In retirement, he observed 
in a private conversation that the 
old nationalistic ways of ordering 
relations between nations, and 
even the old transatlantic insti- 
tutions of cooperation between 
North America and Europe, were 
inadequate to deal with the ris- 
ing power of Japan and China. 

Since Sato's philosophic obser- 
vations on the world scene, we 
have had another monetary cri- 
sis. in which the Japanese yen 
and the West German mark have 
emerged as the most stable cur- 
rencies la the world, and the new 
Japanese government of Premier 
Kakuei Tanaka is beginning to 
develop Sato’s theme much more 
bluntly. 

Tomisaburo Hashimoto. sec- 
retary-general of Japan's govern- 
ing Liberal-Democratic party, a 
political confidant of Premier 
Tanaka's and a senior member of 
the Japanese parliament, recently 
denounced the world's major 
powers for excluding Japan from 
important international counci l s.

Not Consulted 


He did not refer merely to Pres- 
ident Nixon's new Jhina policy or 
the Nixon administration's new 
economic policy, which were 
sprung on Tokyo as last-minute 
surprises, bat said that “in the 
process of problem salving, X do 
not remember any case in which 
we were properly consulted.” 

The Japanese have a legitimate 
complaint. They are expected to 
contribute a great deal to the re- 
construction of Vietnam, but they 
were not invited to the Paris con- 
ference on the future of Vietnam. 
They are now the third and will 
soon be the second most produc- 
tive Industrial nation In the 
world, but in the recent monetary 
crisis that led to the devaluation 
of the dollar and the floating of 
the Japanese yen. Hashimoto 
complained that the Japanese 
had the feeling that the consul- 
tation was insufficient and they 
were 'placed on the outside.” 


First With U.S. 

This complaint, of course, is 
directed mainly at the United 
States, but it also applies to the 
expanded European Common 
Market countries. They, too, 
want more effective consultation 
with Washington, but they would 
prefer to consult with the Nixon 
administration first, and then 
bring Japan Into the talks later. 

Fortunately, a group of dis- 
tinguished private citizens in the 
United States. Japan and Europe 
are now organizing what they call 
"the trilateral commission" to 
study the common problems of 
these three power centers and 
encourage their governments to 
act on them together.

"Surrealism!" A French diplo- 
mat exclaimed as he surveyed 
the scene. He was speaking not 
only of the elegant reception but 
of the whole week In Paris, the 
week cf the International Confer- 
ence on Vietnam. 

After nearly five years of 
mutual denunciation in the same 
conference center, the former 
Hotel Majestic, American and 
North Vietnamese delegates now 
worked together to arrange the 
affairs of this conference. Any 
move by one of the other par- 
ties that might have caused dif- 
ficulties was quietly squashed. 


Smooth Progrew 


It looked as though the smooth 
progress of the conference might 
be interrupted by the news from 
Vietnam of a threatened delay 
in the next release of American 
prisoners. That may hav? been 
a drama more apparent than 
real— a Communist demonstration 
against South Vietnamese cease- 
fire violations, a political re- 
sponse by President Nixon. In 
any case, the impact in Paris 
was limited largely to Secretary 
of State Rogers putting on a 
stern face for the television 
cameras and then privately ex- 
changing assurances with Nguyen 
Duy Trlnh of North Vietnam. 


The point was that the two 
principals, having made their 
own form of peace, were not going 
to let the rest of the world cast 
doubt on its reality. As one 
British wit put it early in the 
week. This conference is doomed 
to succeed.* 

The result, inevitably, was a 
meeting almost devoid of sub- 
stance— an illusionary affair, so 
far from the real passions and 
problems of Indochina that one 
television man rightly called it 
“a remote.” While the foreign 
ministers “solemnly” undertook 
to "guarantee the ending of the 
war,” the shooting "rent on in 
South Vietnam and Cambodia, 
the political prisoners remained 
in Saigon's jails, the truce pro- 
visions for freedom of movement 
and political organization in 
South Vietnam were Ignored. 

Only Canada's External Affairs 
Minister, Mitchell Sharp, at- 
tempted to bring home to the 
conference the realities— the bard 
realities— of enforcing a truce 
between the Vietnamese. He 
wanted an International political 
mechanism to which the truce 
observers in Vietnam could re- 
port. But in the end Canada 
rather lamely, albeit provisional- 
ly, accepted a vague system of 
bringing alleged truce violations 
to the attention of the conference 
parties. 

"A cynical affair,^ said a 
diplomat — not American or 
Vietnamese— who has spent years 
on the subject of Vietnam. That 
Is one view of the conference. But 
another and more hopeful In- 
terpretation is also possible. 

- For a generation arid more now, 
the outside world has been try- 
ing to arrange things in Indo- 


china. The JPrench .first, then all 
the participants at the Geneva 
Conference of 1954, . then the 
ITnited States undertook to define 
the politics of that peninsula. 
The Americans and. the Russians 
poured In immense quantities of 
weapons, the Americans their own 
men. 

This outside Intervention has 
been a disaster for the interveners 
and a tragedy far the Vietnamese. 
And so, If the world Is now wash- 
ing its hands of Vietnam, it 
just could lie because that lea- 
con has been learned— because 
the great powers have decided 
to leave Vietnam, with all its 
bitterness and Its fascination, to 
the Vietnamese. 

Of course the happy possibility 
of a general - resolution to leave 
Vietnam alone Is too' simple to 
be lane. As the United States 
formally abandons its pretensions 
to resphturibflity, Its Involvement 
continues In other farms whose 
reach remains to be tested. 
Nothing about Vietnam is ever 
simple .

In Thomas Lash's review of 
Kathleen Klnkade' s "A Walden 
Two Experiment" {IHT, Peb. 9\ 
he states that Twin Oaks In Vir- 
ginia Is “probably the oldest sur- 
viving commune — five years. . . ." 
The Israeli Idbbu tarfm have exist- 
ed. in sane cases, far over 30 years. 
They have not survived because 
scientific assumptions about 
human behavior were instilled In 
the founders and their predeces- 


sors. Instead, they have often 
made a bold attempt to provide 
the community with a standard 
of values and needs unlike those 
in contemporary Western society. 

"Tositive reinforcement,” as be- 
haviorist BJ. Skinner defines it. 
Implies the attempt to maintain 
social order by conditioning 
human beings to respond in a 
manner which is socially accept- 
able at the time tbe reinforcement 
is instituted. Like the Freudians 
before than, Skinner and his neo- 
Skinnerians are content with 
curing the sick individual by fit- 
ting him back into the predefined 
roles of society. That this Is 
essentially one more means, to 
undermine tvin improvement of 
the human condition is evident 
in the "patchwork” quality of so 
many solutions to human prob- 
lems; the welfare system in Amer- 
ica being one example. What 
must be called for is the re- 
definition of fun d amental social 
values and human needs, if, in- 
deed, we hope to “free” man and 
give him "dignity.'’

Nixon Shapes 
Strategy on 
Aid to Hanoi

WASHINGTON— Despite rising 
“ hostility in Congress to US. 


private funds from the three 
areas and hopes to be in opera- 
tion by October. 

This is definitely not a lobby- 
ing organization, though it will 
probably Invite some members of 
Congress and the other parlia- 
ments to join the commission.

The exclusion of Japan has 
brought much sorrow to the 
world Jn this century, and despite 
its remarkable economic achieve- 
ments, It still feels that it Is ex- 
cluded from great-power status 
In the United Nations and in 
planning the reconstruction of the 
post-Vietnam world. 


aid tor reconstruction of North 
Vietnam, President Nixon is 
taking a most unpopular deci- 
sion: Asking Congress for direct 
US. aid money, not fuxmej«f 
through the World Bank or any 
other multilateral source. 

That bald decision shows just 
how confident Mr. Nixon Is that 
when the Issue is sharply dm^n,’ 
enough liberals — maybe even Ben, 
George McGovern of South Da- 
kota. the defeated I9T2 Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee— wm 
have to go along. 

Hard-line anti-foreign-aid con- 
servatives, such as Senate Demo- 
cratic Whip Robert Byrd of West 
Virginia, seem unalterably oppos- 
ed to aiding Hanoi in any shape 
or form. Some liberals, such as 
Sen. J. W. Fulbright of Arkansas, 
are just as unalterably opposed 
unless the aid is multilateral. But 
the President Is hoping that Mc- 
Govern and other super-doves, 
now opposed to direct aid, ulti- 
mately will support It rather 
than risk collapse of the fragile 
peace settlement. 

The strong inclination of State 
Department and White House 
officials to push direct aid is 
based on long-range political fac- 
tors. which can be summed up in 
this question; 

Why should the United States 
spend up to $2.5 billion over five 
years to help reconstruct Hanoi 
and other war-damaged parts of 
North Vietnam without reaping 
political and economic benefits? 
If aQ aid were funneled through 
the Asian Bonk or some new in- 
ternational consortium, the US. 
hand, would be hidden. But with 
most U.S. aid bearing a prominent 
Made-in- America s:gn, Washing- 
ton could gradually build real 
political influence in Hanoi. 

That is surely also the expla- 
nation for Hanoi's demand, which 
first publicly surfaced this week, 
that American aid be direct. 
Hanoi, too, looks on aid not just 
as bricks and mortar and ma- 
chinery, but as opening up a 
political option in Washington for 
possible future use. 


Blunt Warning 

Moreover, Rep. Otto Passman 
of Louisiana, chairman of the 
House appropriations subcommit- 
tee. handling' Hanoi aid. has 
already issued this blunt warning 
to the administration: Under no 
conditions will multilateral aid be 
accep t able. 

Passman told us he would much 
prefer 40-year, no-interst loans 
for Hanoi But he did not rule 
out direct grants, if no third 
countries were involved. 

. In the long run, the adminis- 
tration believes, the hard-boiled 
advantages of direct aid in inter- 
national politics will be easier to 
sell on Capitol HiH and In tbe 
nation. But far the short run. 
It deepens Mr. Nixon's problems 
and gives his liberal opponents a 
rationale far hedging on previous 
promises of aid. McGovern Is a 
conspicuous example. 

Several times during the presi- 
dential campaign, McGovern 
strongly supported postwar re- 
construction aid. Asked early in 
1972 whether he endorsed former 
President Johnson's proposal for 
$2- WHkm In postwar aid. Mc- 
Govern replied: "Absolutely, ab- 
solutely." La te r, he said the 
United States should treat North 
Vietnam just as it did Japan and 
Germany after World War IL 

Yet. McGovern today hedges 
on aid for North Vietnam. He 
recently said he would vote for 
aid money only if it was not 
direct. Other liberals, angry at 
the President's impoundment oil 
social-welfare funds and . his . 
budget celling, are similarly 
threatening to block any direct 
aid request by Mr. Nixon. 

The screams from congressional 
liberals that greeted the Erst re- 
ports of UJ5. aid for Hanoi sur- 
prised the White House, deeply 
worrying top officials who know 
that Hanoi- feels it was given a 
hard commitment In Paris for 
direct reconstruction aid; 

“If Hanoi thinks we are play- 
ing a shell game with them es 
reconstruction aid,” one official 
told us, “all bets for a peaceful 
settlement are off” In short, 
once the Hanoi Politburo suspects 
Mr. Nixon cannot., or will, not 
deliver on that key element' in . 
the agreement ending the war. 
the Communists might wreck the 
whole agreement. ■ 

As the battle deepens and Mr. 
Nixon moves frontally toward 
direct aid,, that .fact alons ..may- 
be his trump card. Surely. M e ' 
Govern and the other liberals 
who screamed longest and loud- 
est for an end of the .war would 
not risk seeing the war-end agree- 
ment undermined because ct 
their own refusal to honor 8 - 
commitment for direct aid ..to 
North Vietnam. .

3d Murder in City in 24 Hours 


BELFAST, March 2(AP).— Two 
young gunmen boarded a bus to- 
day in Belfast’s Protestant Wood- 
vaie area. and killed the driver as 
he started-to drive away from

It was the third killing in 
Northern Ireland's capital in less 
tbim 24 hours and brought the 
death toll in 31/2 years of sec- 
tarian violence to at least 73$ — 57 
of them this year. 

A girl said the gunmen fired be- 
tween four .and. sis shots at the 
driver, who drove an a few yards 
before collapsing over the wheel. 
- "Passengers panicked," the girl 
said . “Women Tan from the vehi- 
cle screaming and others were 
crying. No one knew where the 
gunmen went,” 

A police spokesman said: a, It 
was a miracle no one else got in 
the way of the bullets. As the fir- 
ing: started, the passengers ran 
like hell for their lives." 

The dead man was identified 
as Patrick Crossan, 35, a Catholic, 
who lived in the Axdoyne district, 
not far freon where the shooting 
took place. He was married and 
had two children. As news of his 
death spread, both Protestant 
and Cathode bus crews stopped 
work in protest. ■ 

Slain From Auto 

Two Roman Catholics were the 
earlier victims of gunmen. One 
was a pedestrian killed by shots 
fired from a car m downtown 
Belfast, the other a cab driver 
found shot in the head in a car 
parted in the Protestant Shan- 
kill area. 

Police reported that a notebook 
in the cab driver's pocket con- 
tained references to three death 
threats against him by the out- 
lawed Irish Republican Army. 
Hie police theorized that he

Guerrillas fired 50 shots In a 
dash with a British Army patrol 
at Louth, near the border with 
the Irish Republic. The patrol 
fired back and claimed to have 
seen one man fall to the ground. 
There were no military casualties. 

Mgsirpff mwi raided a pub in 
■Lurgan, County Armagh, and shot 
the owner in the thi gh. 

And In Belfast, three teen-agers, 
including a girl of about 13, 
wounded a policeman in a gun 
battle after they tried to hijack 
his car as he was driving to 
work. 

The shootings occurred after 
the army raided the Catholic 
Ardoyne area of the city and 
claimed that ft captured eight 
terrorists of the IRA. It was the 
biggest roundup of IRA suspects 
In weeks. 

The eight men were believed to 
include the commander of the 
Provisional IRA’s 3d Battalion, 
four other battalion officers and 
three other members of the unit. 

2 Bank Truck Guards 
Captured by Dutch 

DEN HELPER, the Netherlands, 
March 2 (AP). — The guard of an 
armored bank truck and his as- 
sistant, who vanished from Dues- 
seldorf, West Germany, with near- 
ly four million Tnnrfat Monday, 
were captured here last night, the 
police reported. 

Gunther Heinemann, 27, and 
Rang Joachim Muller, 37, were 
found in possession of about 
250,000 marks, they said. 

The two men were captured In 
a deserted holiday camp on the 
outskirts of town. Neither man 
was armed, police said. 


Bolivia Holds 
Altmann As 
Nazi Leader 

Judge Reports He . 

Says He Is Barbie 

LA PAZ, Bolivia, March '2 
(Reuters).— A Bolivian judge said 
today that Blaus Altmann, a 
naturalized Bolivian citizen, had 
admitted he was Elans Barbie, a 

former SS chief In Lyons who Is 

wanted in France for war crimes. 

He was sent to prison today 
under a preventive detention 
order, the judge said. 

The judge told Reuters it had 
been established at a court hear- 
ing that ATtmo^n in World 
War H, bad served as- an officer 
of the Nazi SS under the hmm 
of Klaus Barbie. Prance asked 
Bolivia for Altmann's extradition 
early last year after a Paris 
newspaper report started investi- 
gations into Altmann's identity 
by independent Nazl-hunters. 

Convicted in Absentia 

Barbie was convicted in his 
absence after the war by a 
French military tribunal for war 
crimes, including the torture and 
murder of hundreds of French 
resistance workers in the city of 
Lyons. 

Altmann, of German origin, 
settled in Bolivia in 1552 and took 
Bolivian nationality live years 
later. 

A Bolivian Foreign Ministry 
source said last August that, al- 
though there Is no extradition 
treaty between France and Boli- 
via, it might be posable to hand 
Al tmann over on the basis of 
"human morality and interna- 
tional law.”

Arthur Gordon Smith made his 
acting debut in Chicago in 1924. 
He first appeared on Broadway 
in 1530 with Bette Davis In "Bro- 
ken Dishes,” which ran. a year. 

Later, he won a New York 
Critics Award for his perform- 
ance in “Rocket to the Moon.” a 
Clifford Odets play staged by 
Harold Ciurmar and produced 
by the Group Theater, of which 
both Mr. Odets and Mr. Clurman 
were founding members. 

Among other performances were 
bis roles in Eugene O’Neill’s 
‘‘Anna Christie" with Celeste 
Holm and Kevin McCarthy in 
1952 and Ibsen's “An Enemy of 
the People,” adapted by Arthur 
Miner, in 1950. with Fredric 
March and Morris Carnovskv. 

The Group Theater was a polit- 
ically committed acting company 
wnose productions focused on the 
economic conditions of the 1930s. 
in that vein. Mr. Smith played 
a part in the movie “Native 
Land.” an impassioned documen- 
tary film an American civil liber- 
ties narrated by Paul Robeson. 

Mr. Smith also played in such 
Hollywood productions as “South 
Sea Sinner,” 'Red. Hot and Blue” 
and “(Brute Force* 

His last appearance was in the 
television play “Do Not Go 
Gentle Into That Good Night” by 
Larins MandeJ in October, 2567.

T ONDON, March 2 iIHT). — James 
■*- J Levine, at 29 the new principal con- 
ductor oi the Met stnd musical director 
of Chicago’s Ratinia Festival, made his 
London debut with the London Symphony 
Orchestra at the Royal Festival Hall last 
night, and revealed himself, on t.his 
occasion at least, as a young conductor 
of prodigious talent and assurance, who 
has yet to acquire the leavening attri- 
butes of relaxation and repose. 

What is there about the young these 
days? What drives them to make every 
piece a blockbuster? In classical music 
the young conductors — and 'the young 
pianists, too — tend to play too fast. In 
jazz, the young musicians play too many 
notes; they play too fast, and the brass 
and reeds play too high. In pop music 
almost everything is too loud. 

Anxiety, probably. Hot anxiety about 
their own competence. The best— and 
James Levine is one of them— are extra- 
ordinarily gifted and accomplished, and 
they know it. More likely, it is fear of 
losing audiences whose sensibilities are 
already dulled by manifold other claims 
upon their attention. In classical music, 
the fear is compounded by the require- 


ment of working in an ageing and 
stagnant repertoire, the requirement — or 
so they seem to think— of making old war 
horses sound like young ones. 

Levine began last night with a gee-whls 
performance of the overture to “The 
Bartered Bride," very fast, very c le a n , 
very controlled — nT,ri without humor, 
mirth or gaiety. The ensuing "Jupiter 
Symphony" of Mozart was also fast. As 
with the concluding performance of De- 
bussy's "La Mer," the conductorial drive 
and supervision were intense to a degree 
that seemed to stifle composition and 
composer. There is something to be said 
for letting composers— and orchestras— 
speak for themselves. 

What Levine is capable of as musician 
»nd technician was demonstrated more 
positively in his masterly account of the 
subtle orchestral textures of songs from 
Mahler's “Des Knaben Wunderham," 
sung with memorable artistry and superb 
vocalism by John Shirley- Quirk. He has 
the makings of a great conductor. As 
Joan ChisseQ observed in The Times to- 
day, “Time is on his side." If only he 
can learn to take his time — or the com- 
poser's.

At the Rome Opera

DOME (IBT) . — The Rome Opera cer- 
-Et- tainiy has odd Ideas about program- 
ming. The current production is a case . 
in point: a triple bill that features 
Boumonville'6 ballet “La Sylphide" 
sandwiched between two contemporary 
operas, by Bruno BettlnelU and Glulio 
ViozzL Though “La Sylphide’s" two acts 
are not long, they do require an inter- 
mission. So with three works and three 
intermissions, the evening is a long one 
(just over four hours), and few member* 
of the already sparse audience stay for 
the final piece. 

Actually, one cannot say that the early- 
to-beds miss much. Viozzi’s “AUamis- 
takeo,” based on a Foe story, is a weak, 
40-minute joke about a mummy who talks 
with some scientists. The music, palely 
exotic, is pedestrian and derivative, 
echoing Puccini’s ‘'Turanriof* (notably the 
Ping, Pang and Fong scenes) with an 
occasional dash of Prokofiev. 

Bettinelli’s opera, also Foe-based, is 
The Pit and the Pendulum * Though 
the music is again not grippingly original. 

It is a good, sound, modem-academic 
product: virtually a long scene for tenor, 
the imprisoned hero. The director, An-

toneHo Madau Diz, decided to put the 
tenor ithe sensitive Lajos Kozina i not 
in Foe’s pit but In the orchestra's, doubling 
h"«. on-stage, with the dancer Tuccio 
Rlgano. Normally this schizophrenic 
solution does not achieve happy results, 
but Rigano fortunately had learned the 
music so well and had so carefully syn- 
chronized his movements that — frem 
Row 19 at least — he was convincing, even 
moving, skillfully choreographed by Giu- 
seppe Urban! Tina Sestani Pa Ill's dis- 
solving sets worked wen. 

The young conductor Maurizio Rinaldi 
seemed to have a good grip on both 
operas. Bis grip was much less firm on 
Herman von Lovensktoidb simple, but 
elusive, score for "La Sylphide.” Here the 
conductor's hand was heavy; the music 
often trudged, instead of soaring. The 
dancers, however, in Erik Brnhn’s careful 
and impressive re cons truction of Bournon- 
ville. were in excellent term. After weeks 
of patient preparation, Bruhn bad brought 
the Rome Opera’s uneven corps de ballet 
Into top shape. Elisa betta Terabust was 
an airy, elegant sylph, and Riels Kehlet — 
imported from Copenhagen— scored a 
warm personal success in his debut here.

perienced collectors and deal- 
ers had a feeling that their world 
had been turned upside down dur- 
ing jean-Louis Picard's auction of 
473 Japanese prints, Monday and 
Tuesday. While "good" prints did 
not always make the grade, bad 
prints went for incredible prices. 

Four modern editions of the 
18th-century artist Utamaro 
brought an unexpected 1,260 
francs. This could be explained by . 
the 'opinion of a dealer who be- 
hoved. against all evidence— and 
the opinion of the auction's expert 
Guy Fortier— that the prints 
Vmd been pulled over 100 years 
ago. Other prices seemed even 
wilder. 

A striking case was that of a 
famous landscape done in 1858 by 
Hiroshige. There were two copies 
of the print in the sale. One, 
with a good quarter inch of its 
lyiarfHn missing on the right* 
hand side, made 2,320 francs, a 
crazy price. The other, in subtle 
shades of color and In mint condi- 
tion, fetched only 4,640 francs. 
■Considering the difference . In 
quality, the difference in price by 
collectors’ standards, should have 
been four or five fo ld. 

If the collectors at the auction 
had remembered the Hans Popper 
sale at Sotheby Parke-Bemet In 
New York on. Oct. 5 and 6, 1972, 
they would have been even mare 
scandalized by the high price of 
the bad copy and the comparative- 
ly low price of the good one: 
A copy of that very same view 
sold at Parke-Bemet for $3,600. It 
was, however, nob nearly as good 
as the 4,640-franc (shout $1,000) 
copy sold at Drouot. 

Many more wm-wipies could be 
given of a trend which I believe 
will continue because the Japa- 
nese prints of Utamaro and 
Hiroshige offer a perfect combina- 
tion of aesthetic qualities that 
appeal to the modem eye. They 
are now bought by people who 
brush aside the collectors' con- 
siderations such as “wide or nar- 
row margins” or “early or late, 
editions" which do not drastically 
affect the aesthetic appearance 
but used to Tnafcp. the difference 
in the world of prices. 

Bayers are after these prints 
which are lively reports on life 
in 18th-century Japan. A typical 
case was a triptych by Utamaro 
illustrating a scene In the green 
house— Westerners would call it 
red light— district of Tokyo. It is 
treated with delightful irony. 

In the left-hand panel, a house- 
maid hunts down a rat. In the

central panel, three elegantly- 
dressed women of the establish- 
ment, carry away a youngster 
overwhelmed by wine and love 
making. The dainty palette— 
mauves, almond green, light 
grays — combines with the cal- 
ligraphic strokes of the engraving 
in Ironic contrast with the coarse- 
ness of the subject The third 
pmi»i Shows three women on- 
lookers. The price paid for this 
set of three prints — which should 
have had two more panels to be 
complete — was 6,610 francs. 

Hiroshige, the 19th-century 
artist, is possibly even more pop- 
ular with the new buyers. He has 
several additional characteristics 
that wifl-fcg him fascinating to 
Westerners concerned with West- 
ern aesthetics of the 19th and 
20th centuries: he has a strain 
of fantasy with anticipated sur- 
realism. One of the most extra- 
ordinary prints in the sale was 
the well-known one of a land- 
scape with low hois, a horse in 
the foreground and a tiny horse 
in the distance turning his back 
on the spectator and gazing at 
Fujiyama on the horizon. It was 
done in 1858. 10 years before Odi- 
lon Redon was to paint his own 
visionary picture. The price, 696 
francs, waa expensive for a late 
t^w.inn, but one can see what ap- 
pealed to the buyer who doesn't 
“collect.’*

that of Hiroshige is that the 
Japanese artist always introduced 
a cartoon effect and at the same 
ftmp a -poetical quality that 
makes his work lighthearted. 

The two copies of the same 
print which sold for 2,320 francs 
H nri 4,640 francs show four men 
climbing a bill in a rainstorm. 
One bare buttocks and a 
wide-brimmed straw hat. Pine 
trees are bent by the wind, with 
their shapes repeating themselves 
above like huge shadows. 

Hiroshige’s Ideas were to In- 
fluence such. 19th-century paint- 
ers as Emile Bernard. Often his 
layout anticipates the modern way 
of cropping a photograph — lor ex- 
ample, in one print, part of a 
wheel of a cart occupies half the 
page. A rainbow in the sky echoes 
the s emi -circular silhouette and 
slices of melon on the ground 
echo both. An element of derision 
is introduced as usual by two tiny 
dogs behind the wheel. 

This is Just what the dadaist 
would have reveled in. And 
dadaism and surrealism are ris- 
ing ever higher in price. Tues- 
day, while Japanese prints were 
making big prices, Etienne Libert 
was knocking down a surrealist 
stall life by Tanguy lor the world 
record price of 629,000 francs, an- 
other example of the aesthetic 
vision that is making Itself felt 
on the art market.

Sony TV sets or Nikon cameras 
imported into the United States 
showed up on the import books 
as an apparent Increase ta im- 
ports from Japan.”

Foreign Investments in U.S. Rise 

The value of foreign direct investments in the 
united States rose from S'!

The project involves the construction 
of a unit to produce vaccines for France, the 
Common Market and Africa. It also includes 
construction of a plant to produce pharmaceutical 
products and research laboratories. Merck is 
well established in France with three subsidiaries: 
Merck, Sharp As Dohme, Laboratories Chllret, 
and Cie. Chimique MSD. 

Pitney-Botces Sees Gain in Profit 

Pltney-Bowes Inc. expects 1973 net income to 
be “subrtanti&Uy improved” from $13.6 million, 
or $1.02 a share, in 1972, president Fred T. Allen 
reports. He cites ”a better economy In the United 
States and Canada and improved sales in Eu- 
rope." The executive says toe producer of mailing 
equipment, copiers and retail systems plans capi- 
tal outlays of about $12 million over toe next 
five years to spur retail systems business In 
Europe.

Stein Disputes 
U.S. Outlook 
Is Gloomy 

By Paul E. Steiger 

WASHINGTON, March 2.— 
Herbert Stein, chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, yesterday disputed pre- 
dictions by some economists that 
the nation is ta tor an economic 
turndown or recession by early 
1974. 

In response to questions at a 
breakfast meeting with reporters, 
B£r. Stein said he expects the 
economy’s rate of growth to slow 
up a bit as it approaches full 
employment late this year. “But 
we do not foresee a big inventory 
blow-up ” he said. 

Some economists have contend- 
ed lately that the Federal Reserve 
Board's recent moves to slow 
down the rate of the growth of 
the money supply and boost 
interest rates .were not begun soon 
enough. 

As a result, these economists 
argue, there is danger that busi- 
nessmen will expand output too 
rapidly and accumulate excessive 
inventories of their products. 

Mr. Stein said he sees no 
evidence of such a prospect. 
There will “certainly be some 
tailing off’* of economic growth, 
he said, “but we don’t see the 
making of any sharp reduction” 
of sales and employment. 

In other comments, Mr. Stein 
dismissed as irrelevant at this 
time a suggestion by Rep. Wilbur 
D. Mills. Ark, chairman of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, that a 15 percent 
tariff surcharge should be impos- 
ed on all imports ta order to spur 
other nations to lower trade 
barriers against UJ3. goods. 

Mr. Stein also disclosed that 
“accidents of the calendar” 
prodded the administration to 
move to the looser. Phase 3 wage- 
price stabilization program two 
or three mouths earlier than may 
have been warranted by strictly 
economic factors. 

The calendar factors included 
the traditional January dead- 
lines for submitting the Pres- 
ident’s budget and economic re- 
port, as well as a desire to get 
Phase 3 in place well before toe 
April 30 expiration of the law 
authorizing controls. 

Ending the stiff Phase 2 pro- 
gram so soon may have contribut- 
ed to international unease about 
UJS. inflation prospects, Mr. Stein 
said. ‘ 

But he contended that uncer- 
tainty over the ultimate efficacy 
of Phase 3— with its temporarily 
depressing effect on the value of 
the dollar abroad and’ the stock 
market at home— would have had 
to be faced at the time the switch 
was made, no matter how long 
the move was delayed.

Books. 


D’Ayyuyzio 

By Philippe Jullian. Translated from the French by Stephen 
Hardman. Illustrated. The Viking Press. 566 pp. $12 3s. 

Reviewed by Thomas Quinn Curtiss 


TJHHJPPE Jullian. a brilliant 
-*- biographer, ^rious though 
never heavy, scholarly and tizor- 
ough without a trace of ped- 
antry. is the ideal chronic!er c? 
La Belle Epoque, viewing that 
era so rich in artistic talents 
with an ironic smile but also 
with nostalgic affection and ad- 
miration. He has previously ^et 
before us such of its sacred 
monsters as Wilde. Sarah Bern- 
hardt and Robert de Montes- 
quieu. Kow in ^D’Annunzio," he 
has tackled the most enigmatic 
and slippery of them all. 

“Gabriele d'Annuraho, - * he 
writes, “succeeded in living his 
wildest dreams: ugly, he was ir- 
resistible; a petty bourgeois, he 
became a prince: a worldly 
aesthete, he was a hero and a 
dictator. This lie ".chieved be- 
cause of his prodigious vitality, 
certainly, but also because, ab- 
solutely sure of his genius and 
quite untrammelled by scruples 
or a sense of humor, he em- 
bodied the myth of the closing 
19th century, the Nietschean 
superior with the her ism and 
the crudity inherent in that 
concept." 

Yet D’Annunzio defies clas- 
sification. The story of his life- 
more completely tolc by Jul- 
lian than by earlier biographers 
— reads like a romantic novel 
and is quite as incredible. 

He was born Into a patriarchal 
family of diminishing means in 
Pescara, on the Adriati' coast in 
1863. Something of the Middle 
Ages still lingered In Abruzd and 
the boy, awed by the province's 
legends, absorbs '. its supersti- 
tions. For the rest of his life 
be believed in good and bad 
omens. In witches, the evil eye 
and ghosts. His dissolute father, 
rcpellently preserved In “H 
Trionfo Della iJiorte," recogniz- 
ed his budding talents and en- 
rolled him in a Jesuit college 
at Prato, near Florence, where 
he received sound classic educa- 
tion and shone as a student His 
first volume of poetry, composed 
at 17. was published at his 
father’s expense. When D'An- 
nunzio arrived in Rome at 20 to 
begin his fortune hunting he was 
already famous in the literary 
world. 

As a flattering reporter he 
wedged his way Into Roman 
society and married into the no- 
bility over the indignant objec- 
tions of his bride's parents. 
Legally the marriage endured, 
but the ambitious adventurer 
scon abandoned his wife and 
child to enter into same violent 
and widely publicized love af- 
faire He stood in the dock in 
Naples on an adultery charge, 
but notwithstanding this he was 
elected a deputy and while in 
office changed parties, moving 
from right to left, spurred on 
causing a sensation. 

In Venice he embarked on a 
torrid liaison with Eleonora 
Duse. Jullian supposes that the 
celebrated actress and the cele- 
brated poet felt they owed this 
to their fudiences. Dus«* beseech- 
ed him to write plays and her 
lover complied at once, though 
he often gave the plays to other 
actress to perforu first. Their 
life together was a nightmare 
of morbid hysteria. In his novel 
*’H Fuoco" he Immortalized all 
its secrets. 

Finding sensual pleasure and 
luxury indispensable, D'Annunzio 


was continually pursued by de- 
serted mistresses and impatient : 
creditors, in 1910, he took refuge 
io France and was lionized in 
the Parisian salens, as Proust has . . 
recorded. There he quickly wrote 
“Le Martyr de Saint Sebastian- r . • 
lor Ida Rubensteln. Debussy 
coi tribuced the score and Ruben-' 
stein played it. clad In sumpEuons ■ 
costumes, against Byzantine set-, 
tings designed by Bakst When 
his life in Paris, toe became 
cluttered, the poet lied— this 
time to an estate In Arcachoh, ' - 
France, taking with him the 
beautiful Romaine Brooks, the 
American portrait ainter, as his 
companion. 

With the outbreak of war 1 q 
1914 he found “a heroic reason 
for living.’' He vas determierf ' 
that Italy, despite its alliance 
with the central powers, should ;> 
enter the fray on the Allied side. 

On the mcraing of May 4, 1915r 1 

when he returned to hi? home- 
land, crowds gathered to greet « 
him. The tenor-poet tried out ! • 1 ‘ 
his voice in Genoa on the 
balcony of the Eden Palace \ ; 
Hotel. Some 40,080 admirers v ’ 
massed to meet an his arrival in 
Rome, demanding a speech that 
very day. In almost no time he 
had talked Italy into defending 
the Allied cause. 

In 1919, dissatisfied with the 
delay of the pence conference 
in deciding the future of Flume, 
he lead a raid in the por* and 
occupied it with his followers un- 
LL 1920 when under the can- 
nonading of the Italian Navy he 
surrendered his self-aseumed 
authority. This i.ction earned : 
him later the title of “The John 
the Baptist of Fascism.'* but his : 
subsequent relations with Mus- 
solini were extremely ambiguous. ' 

It is possible that there was an. 
attempt to assassinate him in ’ . 
the carl; days of black-shirt 
rule; a fall from a window which . 
has never been exploited nearly '.' 
cost him his life. He spent his 
remaining years in exile from ' 
national activities in his grand- - 
iose mansion on Lake Garda, ; ■ "• 
dying almost forgotten on the 
eve of World War II. 

As a superb stylist, bis literary 
work, though ornrte In the 
fashion of Wilde and other - r ,NL 
models of the nineties. Is re- •*• 
turning to favor. His political 
career was so erratic that It is 
difficult to decipher its ota- . 
jechves, save its obvious inten- 
tion of bringing glory to D'An- • ; 
mmzio. Lenin considered him the 
only true Italian revolut'onary -■ 

and it is not impossible that be- • 
tween Flume ana the Fascist ^ 
inarch on Rome he might have 
set himself up as a Bolshevik (. ^ . 

dictator. As a politician he was - * 

master of the slashing phrase. 

President Woodrow Wilson. ? 

whom he loathed, he denounced r. . 

as “a puritan hypocrite, his 
mouth full of lies and false ; - 
teeth." 

In his last years a publisher > 
asked him to write a book on 
Mussolini. *Tt has been done." 
said D’Annunzio, and showed : 
lxlm his study of Cola di Ricnzio, 
opening It at these prophetic , 
lines: “The populace hanged 1dm . - - 
by the feet from a post and 
stoned' him. For two dayr and 
a night be was the target of . . 
then: games." - ^*

LOS ANGELES. March 2.— Major leaguers, 
Olympic champions and ether athletic idols in 
America today are setting a lousy example for 
the younger generation, to the opinion of- a. sports 
scientist. 

He is Ur. Thomas Tutko, professor of psychology 
at Cal State San Jose. A clinical specialist from 
Penn State and Northwestern, Tutko has spent 
U - years at . San Jose, whose department of 
psychology, including 45 . full-time teachers, is 
among the nation's largest. 

His five points; 

• American spectator sports have bred a class 
of selfish professional athletes with few interests 
besides money and winning. 

• Their win -or- else emphasis adds up to a 
grotesque distortion of real life, in which every- 
body loses at times. The problem Is not how to 
win them all but how to cope with occasional 
failure. 

• The Olympic Games also are detri men ta l , 
glorifying the few who trade their irreplaceable 
adolescent years for insignificant medals and 
ignoring the many who - 'likewise give up their 
adolescence to vain pursuit of the same toys. 

• Children's athletic programs (Little League 
baseball. Pop Warner football, etcj ore doing a 
tragic disservice to America when they emulate 
the win -or -else creed of big-league sports. 

• What America needs most Is a viable alter- 
native to winning— a new athletic value structure 
for young men and, women with some new goals. 

“The emphasis should be on doing one's best,” 
Tutko says. "We should re-define winning to 
mean exactly that— on every level from grade 
school up. Td like to see a winning coach defined 
as one who helps each athlete work toward his 
mftriwnim potential,” 

Question :.wni NFL teams, or their fans, accept 
such a definition? 

Answer: "Perhaps not But- to a nation with 
millions of amateur athletes, the thing that’s 
missing today is an awareness that professional 
athletes are different from the rest of us. Pro- 
fessional sports is a business, and the pro athlete 
is essentially a businessman. His product, he thinks, 
is winning games. The more games he wins, the 
more money he makes.” 

Q.: Is there anything wrong with that? 

A.: “Not for him. The trouble starts when he 
is thought of as a model for the rest of us and 
particularly our children. Unfortunately, kids don’t 
differentiate between the Super Bowl and a Little 
League game unless it’s carefully and repeatedly 
explained. That's what’s misting: an under- 
standing of the difference." 

Q.: What is it you specifically object to to the 
model presented by professional athletes and 
coaches? 

A: “They project a wto-ar-else attitude that 
kids copy. I have no doubt that their language 
reflects their attitude: ‘Kill 'em, zap 'em.* The 
coach who loses the Super Bowl says: T<ostog is 
like dying.' The winner says: 'Winning isn't every- 
thing. It's the only thing.' All this may be true 
on the pro level. But it's destructive to children 
and other young athletes.” 

Q.: why? Isn't this a competitive world? What's 
wrong with kids learning to compete? 

A.; "The thing they learn from such professional 
sports as football and baseball isn't that this is a 
competitive world but that it's a world with one 
winner— and everybody else loses. One NFL cham- 
pion and 25 losers. The champ ion is glorified. 
He can do no wrong. The losers cant be tolerated. 
But this isn't the way life is. This is a grotesque 
distortion, and it adversely affects the youngsters

who are continually exposed to such a philosop h y." 

• Q.: How? 

• A: “If they try their best in a sports event 
and lose, they feel they're no good. They're made 
to feel rejected. They are to fact rejected by a lot 
of coaches. and parents who sometimes try to hide 
their disappointment, but you don’t fool too many 
lr fr ls . Very often a boy’s reaction is to want to 
drop out, and as scon as he can be does. Why 
hang around and buck those 35-to-i odds?” 

q.: Doesn't the average boy want to win? Would 
he rather lose? 

A: “The prune concern of the average youngster 
just starting out to the Little League is not to get 
hurt by the Kh.ii. Proportionately the ball is much 
larger to him than his coach. As for winning, 
the boy is usually ambivalent, but he fi n ds out 
in a hurry that bis parents want to win. He may 
not realize they're trying to live through him — but 
he doesn’t want to’ displease th em . But if he loses, 
he cant help displeasing them. He feels they don't 
accept him then, and a boy must feel accepted to 
do his best The losing gets harder and harder 
for him to handle— and there you have the seeds 
of a dropout.'' 

Q.: Are you suggesting he should stick to there 
and learn to be an expert loser? 

A: “Exactly” 

Q.: I was kidding. 

A: “I wasn't. Every mature person must learn 
to adjust to failure. You don't have to be happy 
or content to lose, but it's a lact that almost 
everybody falls to some things sooner or later. 
The question Is how to adjust to losing, and there's 
no better place to learn this than to sports. It 
happens so fast in sports." 

Q.: The winner of an Olympic gold medal is 
the best to the world In his specialty. Certainly 
that's worth aiming for. 

A.: "Not if it requires the investment of time 
most youngsters put into shooting for the Olympics. 
The overemphasis on winning Olympic events is 
like pro-football's overemphasis on winning. It's 
one thing to swim lor pleasure or exercise. It's 
quite annthpr thing to give up your adolescence 
just to win a race.” 

q.: is there anything else we can do to take 
some of the frenzy out of the national urge to win? 

A.: "I thtnfr the key is to take the pro athlete 
off his pedestal. He isn't a hero; he’s a man with 
a physical capacity to play ball weLL He is basi- 
cally selfish— meaning his first thought is usually 
for himself— and we have deliberately bred him to 
entertain us playing games. He has to win to 
survive, or so he thinks. But we don't Why take 
. os a model that kind of guy?”

Going Beyond the Fringe 


OARIS (IHTj.— P aul Valery 
once noted that he didn't 
much like museums: many of 
them, he said, are admirable, 
but none are delightful. 

Normally, the Musee des Arts 
Decoratlfs wing of the Louvre, 
with its fine and scholarly 
permanent collection of French 
furniture, is merely admirable. 
But through March 19 there is 
also a small show in the Arts 
Decoratifs that qualifies as a 
delight 

The unlikely subject of the 
show is the history of the 
fringes, tassels, ribbons, braids 
and bows that have over the 
centuries decorated French fur- 
niture: the little finishing 
touches that, added to a piece 
of furniture made by a great 
ebeniste, are essential and 
hardly noticed. 

The work on display exactly 
reflects the taste In decoration 
of each period, a history of 
French style in miniature. And 
there are some ravishing ob- 
jects to see. innocently joyous 
when not festooned to the im- 
posing furniture on which one 
usually sees them. 

The fringe and tosselmaker's 
trade is. like so many of the 
more pleasant aspects of French 
life, filled with terms related 
to food- Wooden molds for 
tassels are called pears, upside- 
down pears, radishes, olives, 
sugar loafs and gourds. Types 
of ornament or stitching in- 
clude onion, pea and blade of 
wheat. 

At tlie end of the 19th cen- 
tury there were about 60 pas- 
se men tiers at work; now there 
are ”0. many of whom have 
fringes and tassels in the fa- 
mily from way back. 

The profession was first re- 
ferred to in 1270 as crepiniers. 
or fringemakers and by the 


early 15th century were group- 
ed in with ribbon-makers. They 
received their autonomy and 
their own statutes in 1653 and 
no one could be a master 
passementier until he had done 
five years of apprenticeship, 
served four years as a journey- 
man. and made one master- 
piece. ‘If one was the son 
of a passementier the journey- 
man period could be skipped. 
The same applied if a man 
married the daughter of a 
passementier. so presumably 
these young ladies were much 
sought after.) 

Fringes and braid and tassels 
began to be important under 
t^niis soil As more sumptu- 
ous fabrics began t< arrive 
from Italy the p assementiers 
became ever more fanciful and 
creative. And as the passemeiv- 
tiers became more expert, pas- 
sementerie became more ir- 
resistible and people began 
using it to decorate their lances, 
bellcords. curtains, chandelier 
cords, workhaskets. servants, 
and buttons. 

The expenses of Louis 33V 
on passementerie for the new 
royal palaces were tremendous 
but were quickly surpassed 
during the reigns of Louis XV 
and Louis XVL With the Revo- 
lution. the passementiers fell 
on hard times. 

Trade picked up with the 
Empire, but what a difference 
in style. The decorations are 
still and pompous. By the 
time of Louis-Phillppe the 
colors have gone dull or vulgar; 
by the Second Empire every 
inch is covered and the effect 
is suffocating. Even the gilded 
legs of a pouf are made to 
resemble tassels. At the turn 
of the century the styles be- 
come curious, faintly more in- 
teresting but unlovely, and by 
the ' 20 s and *308 there is again

freshness and a certain gaiety. 

The show ends with ex- 
amples of passementerie made 
today which can be . politely 
referred to as yardgoods and. 
even more politely, simply 
ignored. 

The exhibition is. admittedly, 
an extremely minor one. For 



something more awesome one 
can of course visit the mu- 
seum's permanent collection 
and see the furniture to which 
such decorations were once 
fixed. But that takes one out 
of the confines of the present 
show: it is. so to speak, be- 
yond the fringe.

American Historian Publishes a Guide to Soviet Archives 


MOSCOW (NYT i . — Guidebooks 
of almost any kind are hard 
to come by in the Soviet Union, 
and it has been up to an Amer- 
ican historian to publish one of 
the most unusual of all— a de- 
tailed directory to the complex 
system of archives and manu- 
script collections. 


Lang sought by but closed to 
foreign scholars, the Soviet 
archives have been gradually 
opening their doors in recent 
years, and the 436-page guide by 
Patricia K. G rousted of Wash- 
ington Is designed to help locate 
ancient documents, ranging from 
medieval manuscripts and maps 


to the personal papers of leading 
writers and historical figures. 

The book, “Archives and Manu- 
script Repositories in the 
UjSjSH.," is designed to aid West- 
ern scholars in finding their way 
through the collections. As tbe 
most complete directory in any 
language, it is also expected to 


be welcomed by Russian re- 
searchers. 

Published by Princeton Uni- 
versity Press and selling for 
$22.50, Mrs. Grimsted's guide de- 
scribes the content of more than 
75 institutions in Moscow and 
Leningrad. She is at work here 
on a sequel.
